‘Originally,' and because of the ap- 
parently unlimited extent of the for- 
ests, paper. mills were’ located with 
less reference to the forest than. to 
available -water-power, transportation 
and market...

_HOW TO REMOVE sSooT 


Large numbers of shingle roof and 
defective flue fires are being reported, 
due to the increasing use of soft coal. 
The accumulation of soot on heating 
surfaces reduce the value of the fuel, 
and frequently clogs the flues and 
starf fires. The Federal Fuel Admin- 
istration Board suggests the follow- 
ing plan for removal of soot: 

The fire is put into- good condition 
with a substantial body: of hot fuel: 
Common salt, thoroughly dried, ‘ is 
then thrown or sprinkled onto the 
incandescent fuel bed in a quantity 
depending entirely on the size of the 
furnace. In the case of a house heat- 
ing furnace, one pound at a time is 
ample, in the case of a large power 
plant boiler, four or five scoops full 
may be required. The dampers are 
kept open so as to maintain the fur- 
nace temperature and the salt is al- 
lowed to remain until the fumes- have 
entirely disappeared. 

Immediately upon charging the 
salt, the furnace becomes filled with 
dense white fumes which may require 
as much as half an hour to entirely 
disappear. If results are not secured 
on the first application, it should be 
repeated as many times as necessary. 
Once the heating surface is thorough-y 
ly cleaned a small application every 
ye days is usually sufficient to keep

Everyone using soft coal is urged 
by the admnistration to use this re- 
markably simple and cheap process 
for getting rid of the soot, cleaning 
and heating surfaces of boilers, thus 
saving large amounts of coal, prevent- 
ing fires from chimneys and general- 
ly conserving all along the line of 
heating and the production of power.

Mysterious ProbJem Opened Up By 
Flight Over Burned Area. 


A mysterious problem for the stu- 
dent of fires was opened up by last 
weeks’ disastrous outbreak of fires in 
northern Ontario, according to Pro- 
vincial Forester Zavitz and other pro- 


vincial government officials, who have |- 


just completed a. flight over the fire- 
stricken area. The flight proved be- 
yond doubt: that it was in no sense a 
forest fire, but a settlers’ fire. 

“People who passed through the 
fire,” said Mr. Zavitz, “all remark the 
fact that the air was on fire.” 

“When you consider the speed of 
the fire, the way towns caught fire 
as if from spontaneous combustion 


rather than from contact with flame, | 


it opens up a mysterious problem for 
the student of fires. - . 


Gas Generated 


“These settlers’ fires, - burning 
gently in peat bogs or in humus or 
mould, made largely of coniferous 
végetable matters, generate a good 
deal of gas, all of which does not 
burn. 

“Is it possible that quantities of 
this gas were lying about this region 
when, the gale blew up, or, perhaps, 
with the hot weather, actually caused 
a sufficient atmospheric disturbance 
to create the gale, or were generated 
in the fire in sufficient quantities to 
blow ahead of the ifire itself? 

“This phenomenon is_ certainly 
worth looking into. And the residents 
of these parts may be speaking more 
accurately than they supposed when 
ey sald the alr seemed to be on 
re.’

JUNICR RED GROSS 


New Membership Campaign 


For the second successive year, a 
Junior Membership Campaign will be 
held in connection with the Red Cross 
drive, which ts to take place this year 
from November 6 to 11. In June, 1921, 
the Junior Red Cross decided to stage 
a& campaign for membership in order 
to raise sufficient funds to open a hos- 
pital for unfortunate children of the 
province; those whose parents were 
not in a position to. give them the 
treatment they needed. 

At that time 13,600 Junior membors 
were enrolled in the province, and in 
May of this year the Junior Red Cross 
Hospital was opened ‘in:Calgary. This 
year an objective of 40,000 junior mem- 
bers has been set, and -if this number 
{s enrolled it will be possible to operate 
this ‘institution at full capacity for 
another year. Each child who joins the 
Red Cross will only have to pay a fee 
of 25 cents, and every cent raised will 
go to the upkeep of the Hospital. None 
of this money will be taken for admin- 
istration or other expenses. 

The Hospital has room to accommo- 
date 38 patients at one time, and “it 
has been filled to capacity almost every 
day since it was first opened. This is 
tho only children’s'hospital in Canada 
which is supported Alkeberher by 
children; 

Every few days a patient comes out 
and returns to its parents cured, and.a 
new one comes in to take its place. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
parents of the children who are’ given 
treatment at this institution are unable 
to pay for it, and so the Junior mem- 
bers are doing a work which otherwise 
would be left undone.

London, Oct. 12.—Lord Curzon, Brit- 
ish foreign minister, in the name of 
the British government, has officially 
thanked Sir Horace Humbold, the 
British high commissioner in Constan- 
tinople, and General Sir Charles Har- 
ington, commander of the British 
forces in the Near East, for their tact 
and skill in handling the Mudania 
conference, it was announced today. 

Praises British Troops. 


London, Oct. 12.—A Reuter

Brigadier-General Sir Charles Haring- 


ton, commander of the allied forces 
at Constantinople, in the orders of the 
day has announced the signing of the 
Mudania agreement and says the ar- 
rangement was only rendered pos- 
sible in the first place owing to- the 
wonderful forbearance of the British 
troops in the most trying circum- 
That forbearance, he says, 
won the admiration of all. Their atti- 
tude: afforded a fine example of Brit- 
ish discipline. 

_The Mudania agreement, General 
Harington says, was rendpred pos- 
sible in the second place owing to 
the action of the British government 
in sending out, without delay, such 
splendid reinforcements, naval and 
military, as well as the air force. 
He expresses confidence that the con- 
vention which has just been signed 
will remove all pressure of danger 
from the British troops and conclud- 
es by. an expression of deep grati- 
tude to all ranks of the British forces 
for the warm support they extended to 
him in the recent difficult situation. 

Exchange Felicitations 

Mudania, Oct. 12.—At the conclus- 
jon of the conference here which re- 
sulted in the signing of an armistice 
between the Turks and Greeks, Lieut.- 
General. Sir Charles Harington, on 
behalf of the allied delegates, sald to 
the Turkish representatives. 

“We came here without knowing 
each other and we are leaving as 
good friends. It would have been im- 
possible to reach such a happy ter- 
mination of the conference unless we 
had faith in your sincerity of purpose 
and were ready to give sympathetic 
consideration to your claims. 

“I thank you in the name. of the as- 
sociated powers for your great j Pa- 
.tience and the intelligent effort you 
made to achieve a successful issue 


‘of the conference, and before bidding 


you farewell I wish té express. deep 
appreciation of the hospitality and 
kindness of the Turkish population 
and army. 

“We have all worked earnestly for 
a specific object. Our efforts have 
borne abundant proof. We must thank 
the representatives of the press for 
the valuable assistance they accorded 
us, which was no small factorin the 
success -of the conference.” 

Ismet Pasha voiced the thanks of 
the Angora government, and of Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha for the unremit- 
ting labors of the allied generals to-. 
wards an amicable solution of the 
many delicate problems. Turkey-and 
the allies, he said, must now live as 
friends and not as adversaries.

TO THE FARM 


If a mé&n values the pleasure and 
comfort of his family, he should make

* It is unfortunate that six-rowed bar- 
ley was so generally recommended 
for Prince Hdward Island for many. 
years, not only because of its com- 
paratively low yielding qualities 
here, but because, of its tenacious 
awns which have caused many to go 
out of growing barley altogether, as 
shown by the “Census and Statistics 
Monthly” reports. The 6920 acres of 
barley grown in 1908 have yeen reduc- 
ed to 3600 acres'in 1916. The acre- 
age has increased to 6,300 in 1922 
due mainly to the general introduc- 
tion of Charlottetown No. 80. 

More barléy ‘should be grown in 
“Canada, because it will produce un- 
‘der average conditions a much great- 
er weight ‘of grain ‘per acre than any 
other grain. Hulless and beardless 
barleys have been tested and discard- 
ed because of loss by shelling and 
their very low yielding qualities. The 
outstanding features’ of Charlotte- 
town No. 80 barley that will- com- 
mend it to farmers is its habit of 
dropping its awns in the field. : 

It must be borne in mind that 
Charlottetown No. 80,is a two-rowed. 
barley and is’ not’ recommended for 
districts where. six-rowed  barleys 
‘grow. more successfully than two- 
rowed.

Hole at Pouce Baek Yields Lots of 
Gas But Has Not Touched Petroleum. 


The Imperial Oil well at Pouce 
Coupe is down 2612 feet. There is a 
gas’ flow of - 10 million cubic feet a 
day, but no oil ‘as yet. The gas was 
struck at 1675 feet. 

The well:at Mine Head on the Coal 
Branch is down 1,400 feet. A fifteen 
inch hole is being drilled. No gas or 
oil as yet. ° 

Th Monitor well is‘down 3,100 feet. 
The well will be drilled.to 4,000 feet. 

The Fabyan well is down 2,600: feet 
with a strong flow of gas. 

Willow Greek well is down 2,700 
feet. 

A well was started, on Sept. 1ith 
on section 6, township 1, range’ 16, 
west of 44th meridian, just west, of 
Coutts on the international boun- 
dary.” At latest accounts the drill was 


down 1,000 feet. 


In the Norman ffield the well at 
Bear Island, the well on west side of 
the Mackenzie opposite Bear Island, 
and the well at ‘Blue Mish Point, 50 
miles north of the Discovery well, 
are being pushed this. fall by gangs 
which went in during August. They 
were expected to be at work in early 
September.

WHEAT BOARD PLAN 
WILL PROVE BIG ISSUE 
WITH ALBERTA FAR- 
MER MOVEMENT 
THIS YEAR 


Formation of a wheat board will 
prove a big’ issue in the next winter 
session of the Alberta Legislature, 
according to predictions made Wed- 
nesday by H. W. Wood, president of 
the United Farmers of Alberta. 

(Mr. Wood predicted that Mani- 
toba ond Saskatchewan will foin~ 
hands with Alberta in asking the Dom- 
inion government to co-operate in 
forming a compulsory government or- 
ganization for the systematic mar- 
keting of the prairie wheat crop. 

“Sentiment of. farmers in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan regarding the neces- 
sity for the formation of a wheat 
board has not changed since the 
wheat board of last summer failed to 
function because of lack of leader- 
ship,” said Mr. Wood. 

“Now that a farmer government {fs 
in power in Manitoba. and the  far- 
mers in Manitoba are also in favor. of 
a wheat board, there is a possibility 
that the three farmer governments 
may be united on the question. 


"May Get Compulsion 


“If the three prairie provinces 
should be united, thy could~ go. to 
the Dominion government “ with ‘the 
request that the federal government 
empower them to forma compulsory, 
non-corporated wheat {board on the 
same lines as the wheat’ board: - of 
1919, With the wheat board in ‘opera- 
tion, many of the problenis at present 
facing the farmers in the marketing 
of their wheat at a reasonable profit 
would be relieved. . 

Unchanged Conditions 

“Conditions which made formation 
of a wheat board necessary last sum- 
mer, to ‘lessen the burdens of the 
farmers have not been minimized, in 
fact they have developed and crystal- 
lized the situation to such an extent 
that a wheat board is becoming more 
necessary than ever, in the niinds of 
farmer leaders. 

“Propaganda was partly respon- 
sible for the failure of the last wheat 
board to function, but with more 
time, the prairie governments should 
this winter be able to organize a 
board on such a sound basis that its 
success should be assured, ” Mr, Wood
